Bristow Joins Mann 
as a Wilson Critic 
WASHINGTON, April 20. 

SPUBLICAN LEADER 
— MANN of the House has is- 

sued a statement saying he 
was not in sympathy with the 
movement toward Mexico, and to- 
day Senator Bristow commented 
adversely on the administration's 
attitude. 

“When President Wilson comes to 
Congress today, asking for the use 
of the armed forces of the United 
States to compel Huerta to apolo- 
gize, he will not receive my vote,“ 
announced Senator Bristow. “If he 
asks for authority to put down in- 
surrections or establish a stable 
government in Mexico, a more se- 
rious question for consideration 
will arise. Making war upon the 
Mexican people merely because a 
man the President calls a bandit 
refirses to apologize is idiotic.’’ 

Wepublican Leader Mann heard 
about Huerta’s refusal he said: 

There is no occasion for war 
at this time and I do not think 
there is any occasion for war or 
anything like war for an ‘mazgined 
slight. 1 think the course of the 
administration has been a very 
blundering one. We have not been 
informed as to what the facts have 
been in thig matter. 

“It would he disgraceful to bring 
about war without making any ef- 
fort to prevent war.

Secretary Garrison Announces Chief of Staff

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Secretary 
Garrison announced that Major-General 
Leonard Wood, chief of staff of the 
army, would command the American 
forces, should it finally become neces- 
sary to use them.

Secretary Garrison said no orders had 
been issued for any movement of troops. 
Gen. Wood's four-year detail as chief 
of staff of the army will expire next 
Wednesday. He probably would leave 
immediately for Texas City, where the 
Second Army Division has been mo- 
bilized for the last 14 months. 
Secretary Garrisor conferred 
Gen. Wood, Gen. Wotherspoon, 
dier-General Crowder. Judge Advocate- 
General, and other officials of the de- 
partment. It was understood they were 
preparing recommendations to Congress 
looking togthe immediate pussage of 
legisiation providing for a large volun- 
teer army. 

The basis of the recommendation will 
be the Hay bill, already passrd by the 
House, which will permit the musterin,z 
into the United States army of militia 
organizations with their officers, provid- 
ing 75 per cent of the men are willing 
tc do 380. 

Secretary Daniels said before the Cab- 
inet meeting that no orders had, been 
sent to Rear Admiral Badger's fleet, 
nor had any been issued to the battle- 
ships New York and Texas, which are 
almost ready for sea duty.

Everything Else; American 
Action Generally Approved.

LON NDON” Abril M. —- Mexico over- 


shadowed all other matters in public 
interest here today. Throughout the 
British Isles, local and imperial poli- 
tics, although of great importance, had 
to give way to what has been consid- 
ered for a long time, the inevitable in- 
terventton by the United States to re- 
store order in Mexico. 

The Westminster Gazette, a leading 
Government organ, in expressing the 
view that nothing now can avert war, 
“or if not war, what the late William 
E. Gladstone would have called mili- 
tary operations,” says: 

“One cannot pretend to be surprised 
that this should be the end of the re- 
fusal of the United States to recognize 
Gen. Huerta. There are a good many 
other nations which, in other circum- 
stances. might haye tackled the hor- 
nets’ nest; but this vase is one in which 
the Monroe Dootrine saddles the United 
States with heavy obligations from 
which there is no escape.“ 

The Pall Mall Gazette, an opposition 
newspaper, says. “Our sympathy with 
the Americans does not blind us to the 
perils of the course to which they seem 
about to commit themselves.” 

The Globe says: Upon the United 
States will be laid the extremely diffi- 
cult duty of protecting both its own cit- 
izens and foreigners, exposed to Mexican 
barbarity. In all probability and event- 
ual reorganization of the whole country 
of Mexico will be necessary. Undoubt- 
edly Gen. Huerta’s action is a counsel 
of desperation, adopted in the hope that 
all factions in Mexico will unite with 
him to repel the gringo attack. Many 
observers are of the opinion that this 
may prove correct. In that case the 
United States has before it a gigantic 
task. 

The Evening Standard thinks that 
Gen Huerta is mistaken if he expects 
to produce a wave of popularity for 
himself. It says:

„We thought the incident was closed, 
but unfortunately this was not so be- 
cause Mayo sent to him some time after- 
ward an ultimatum in which he asked 
that a second apology be presented to 
him by the staff of the chief of the fort.

„The term was later extended when 
diplomatic pour parlours were begun be- 
tween the Sub-Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in Mexico, the Minister being ab- 
sent at that date, and continued until 
now. 

“The President of Mexico, when in- 
formed of the case, ordered an investi- 

gation of the facts and the punishment 
of the guilty officer if it were proved he 
He also authorized 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to ex- 
press regret on account of the incident. 
When he became aware that the Amer- 
ican Government supported the request 
of Rear Admiral Mayo relative to a sa- 
lute of the American flag which had rot 
been insulted, he proposed to show his 
good will toward the American people, 
though he did not think that such a re- 
quest was just, proposing that the flags 
of the two nations be hoisted and saluted 
reciprocally and simultaneously, 

“The American Government did not 
agree to this with that idea, but insisted 
upon Rear Admiral Mayo'’s request, giv- 
ing assurance that, according to infer- 
national practice, the salute would be 
returned by American cannon after the 
salute to the American flag. 

“This was not accepted by President 
Huerta, who insisted upon his proposi- 
tion. 

“Then the American Government de- 
termined pourparlers be brought to 
an end by the final decision of Presi- 
dent Huerta within a term which ex- 
pired at 6 o’clock Sunday night, an- 
nouncing that if by that time he had 
not agreed to the salute of the Ameri- 
can flag, as requested, the afafirs would 
be presented to the American Congress 
for decision. 

“The Mexican Government, believing 
that the salute in question was of no 
importance unless previously and form- 
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ally agreed upon by both parties, pro- 
pose “i the signing of a protocol and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs presented 
last night a draft of such protocol to the 
American Charge D' Affaires, Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy. 

“O'Shaughnessy answered that he 
must consult his Government; that he 
would advise the Minister of the nature 
of this answer and Sunday afternoon he 
communicated to the Minister the fact 
that his Government did not accept the 
idea of a signature of any protocol 
whatever, but wanted an unconditional 
salute of the American flag. 

“This the Mexican Government re- 
fused, feeling it had done all possible in 
view of the friendly understanding be- 
tween the two governments and believ- 
ing the acceptance of such an imposi- 
tion would be equivalent to yielding by 
Mexico to humiliation. The Mexican 
Government is confident that the civil- 
ized world will find its conduct has been 
wise and temperate and that it has ob- 
served all the requirements of interna- 
tional law and that the refusal to vield 
further is inspired only by regard for its 
honor and dignity.”’ 

Denies Flag Was Insulte d. 

Before issuing his final statement, 
Féreign Minister Rojas gave out the fol- 
lowing: 

There have been two incidents at 
Tampico which have given rise to 
diplomatic negotiations. The first in- 
cident was the arrest of American 
marines on Thursday, April 9, during 
the attack by the rebels on the Port 
of Tampico. These marines in uni- 
form landed from a launch of the 
Dolphin without a flag, under the 
pretext, as learned later, of obtain- 
ing gasoline. 

Col. Hinjasa, Charged 
defense of Tampico, arrested the 
marines. Gen. Zaragoza was in- 
formed of the arrest by the Amer- 
ican consul and the commander of 
the Dolphin, and he ordered the ma- 
rines released immediately and pre- 
sented his excuses to the consul, Col. 
Hinjasa was arrested. 

On the afternoon of the same day 
Admiral Mayo presented an ultimat- 
um to Gen. Zaragoza to apologize 
within 24 hours through his general 
staff, to punish Hinjasa severely and 
to raise the American flag with a 
salute of 21 guns.

Affairs began diplomatic negotia- 
tions with the American Charge 
d' Affaires at Washington, asking that 
Admiral Mayo withdraw the ultima- 
tum because the incident ought to be 
closed with the explanations of Ggn. 
Zaragoza and the arrest of Col. 
Hinojasa. The attention of the Amer- 
ican Government was called to the 
fact that the American marines vio- 
lated our military laws, disembarking 
without permission in uniform at a 
place subect to war operations and 
during a battle, for which Col. 
Hinojasa thought he had the right 
to arrest them. 

The American barge accompanying 
the launch was flying the American 
flag. 

President 3 resolved to ex- 
press his sorrow for the incident, 
and had already ordered competent 
authority to investigate and to pun- 
ish Hinojasa severly if he was in 
the wrong. The American Govern- 
ment was not satisfied and confirmed 
Admiral Mayo’s ultimatum, insisting 
on a salute to the flag on April 12. 
The American Charge d’Affaires was 
informed that Mexico could not com- 
ply with Admiral Mayo’s demand, 
because international law did not re- 
quire it, the American marines, hav- 
ing exposed themselves to arrest by 
violating our military laws. Com- 
pliance with this demand would carry 
courtesy to such an extreme as to 
humiliate Mexico. 


Protocol Was Demanded. 

Later the Foreign Minister held 
conferences with Charge d’Affaires 
O’Shaughnessy regarding the propos- 
al by the American Government to 
settle the incident with reciprocal sa- 
lutes to both flags. The President 
accepted this on condition that the 
salutes would be simultaneous. The 
Government of Mexico, anxious to 
maintain harmony, accepted the 
American proposal on condition that 
a protocol should be signed setting 
forth the agreement. 

Unfortunately, the American Gov- 
ernment refused to sign such a pro- 
tocol, insisting on an unconditional 
compliance with its demands. 

This. naturally, Mexico refused 
and 1 have just so cabled our 
Charge d' Affaires at Washington. 

The second incident was this: The 
Mexican Charge d' Affaires at Wash- 
ington reported on April Ii that the 
American Government had instruct- 

ed Admiral Mayo to prevent: further 
fighting between the opposing forces 
at Tampico, the American Govern- 
ment afterware explaining that it 
did not mean to prevent fighting, 
but to prevent damage to foreign 
property. The Foreign Office's un- 
swer to Washington was that under 
either construction of the terms of 
the instructions to Admiral Mayo 
they were equivalent to neutralizing 
the Port of Tampico without the con- 

sent of Mexico, whose sosereign 
right it is to neutralize or not’ any 
part of her territory.

SMALLPOX IN HOSPITAL 


Two City Patients Have Disease; 
Ward Is Quarantined. 

Two patients in division No. 9 of the 
negroes’ -ward at the city hospital were 
found to be suffering with smallpox 
Monday.

CENTRAL COLLEGE HEAD 
HERE TO RAISE $225,000 


Dr. Paul H. Linn Begins Cam- 
paign to Procure Endowment 


for Institution at Fayette, Mo. 

The Rev. Dr. Paul H. Linn, president 
of Central College at Fayette, Mo., Sun- 
day began a tour of the Southern Metho- 
dist churches in St. Louis in a cam- 
paign to raise $225,000 for the college. 
When this amount is raised the college 
will get $75,000 from the General Edu- 
cational Board, founded by John CL. 
Rockefeller. 

The Rev. Dr. Linn, until September, 
1913, was pastor of Scruggs Memorial 
Church in St. Louls. He was selected 
for the presidency of the college after 
Bishop Hoss had said he was the only 
man in Missouri who could raise the 
fund. He had raised $137,000 before com- 
ing to St. Louls. His first meeting here 
was at Cabanne M. E. Church, South. 
Sunday morning. Members of that con- 
gregation contributed $2876. 

The fund of $300,000 will be an endow- 
ment to enable the college to educate 
poor young men for the Methodist min- 
istry.

EL PASO, Tex., April %®.—Since the 
Tampico incident, the 6000 prisoners of 
the Mexican Federal army, held at Fort 
Bliss, have been unruly and clashes 
with thé United States army guards are 
frequent.

RICHARD MURRAY 
LUKOS. MURDER 
SPECT, CAUHT 


Fugitive, Who Had Been In- 
dicted, Found Behind a Door 
at Home of Mother-in-Law. 


Richard Murray, 23 years old, 
known to the police as “Bud” Murray, 
who had béen a fugitive since his in- 
dictment on a charge of murdering 
Stephen Lukos, a saloon keeper, in 
Lukos’ saloon at Tenth and Chambers 
streets, last September, was arrested 
Monday afternoon at the home of his 
mother-in-law, 2518A North Spring 
avenue. 

Lukos and his bride of five months. 
were in the saloon when two men 
entered and ordered drinks. While he 
was drawing beer for them, they 
opened fire on him with revolvers 
and shot him dead in his bride's 
presence. 

Frederick Moeller, 24 years old, of 
1426 Wright street, was arrested and 
confessed his complicity in the kill 
ing. He named Murray as his com- 
panion. 

Moeller Found Gulity. 

Moeller was found guilty by a jury in 
the Criminal Court and his punishment 
was fixed at life imprisonmént. After 
deliberating for séveral hours, the jury 
akked the Judge whether a transcript 
of Moeller's testimony could be used 
at Murray’s trial in case Murray was 
ever captured. The Judge ruled that a 
transcript could not be used and Moel- 
ler’s verbal testimony would. be needed 
to convict Murray. 

Members of the jury afterwards said 
that they would have condemned Moel- 
ler to death but for the chance that, if 
he remained alive, he would at some 
time be available as a witness against 
Murray. 

Found Behind a Doer. 

Since Murray’s flight the police have 
traced him to various places in the 
United States and Canada. Recently 
he has been in Kansas City. Mond; 
the police recéived a tip that he had 
returned to St. Louis. When they 
searched his mother-in-law’s home 
where his wife and two children also 
live, they found him behind a door. 

When arrested, he declined to make a 
statement and would answer no ques- 
tions as to the Lukos murder.

The purpose from the beginning of intervention 
has been the elimination of Huerta as a usurper 
and disturber, and the restoration of peace and 
order under constitutional government in Mexico. 
Doubtless the President will make this as clear 
in his message asking Congress for power to act 
in pursuance of this purpose as he has hitherto 
made it clear in his utterances explaining the 
attitude of the administration. 

The present situation is singular in that we 
are preparing to use force without making war. 
Our sole object is to eliminate Huerta and give 
the Mexican people an opportunity to set up a 
legal, efficient government. Huerta’s attitude 
has made it necessary that force be used and that 
he be punished for his insolent conduct towards 
the United States. His insults are the occasion 
of aggresive action. His downfall is the primary 
object as a necessary step to better conditions in 
Mexico. We are not making war on the Mexican 
nation, nor attacking a recognized and estab- 
ished Mexican government, 

What may happen hereafter will depend upon 
the Mexicans. They may misunderstand our mo- 
tives. But the American people should keep in 
mind the true situation and the real object our 
Government is seeking in using the armed forces 
of the nation. We, at least, should avoid anger 
and keep our record straight.

SCHOOL CHILDREN’S NEGLECTED TEETH. 

The Board of Education Report for 1912-1913, 
just issued, shows that some progress was made 
in that period in the care of the teeth of the 
children of the public schools. Three dental 
clinica—those of the St. Louis University, the 
Barnes University and the Washington Univer 
sity—cared for the teeth of 792 school children 
free. This represented the extent of their re 
sources and was a great improvement over the 
showing of the previous 12 months. The thanks 
of the people of St. Louis are due to the volun- 
tary workers of these three great institutions Sor 
this public service. 

But the report shows that no less than 5416 
cases of dental disease or malformation received 
no attention. This number of poor chfldren had 
to attend school without the necessary dental 
care that would have relieved toothache and 
enabled them to keep pace with more fortunate 
pupils. ; 

St. Louis is backward in this matter of dental 
hygiene. It is a question of money. If the city 
will make an adequate appropriation, every child 
can receive the necessary attention. Other cities 
of the size and wealth of St. Louis have solved 
the problem. 
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“Encouraging but not final” is the way Secre- 
tary Bryan always describes the daily news from 
Mexico. So inveterate an optimist would not find 
anything discouraging even in news that was 
final, 


PUTTING CONGRESSMEN ON RECORD. 

On a roll call the House adopted by a vote 
of 237 to 95 an amendment to the legislative 
appropriation bill limiting Congressmen to their 
actual expenses in moving with their families 
between Washington and their homes and cutting 
off the 40-cents-a-mile graft, which had nothing 
but its antiquity to recommend it. 

Having reached this meritorious decision the 
House then cut out the unworthy provision added 
to the bill in committee of the whole the other 
day increasing the salaries of their secretaries 

by $800 a year. By the two votes nearly $300,000 


vided, of course, that the households of our states- 
men do not show an increase baffling to race 
suicide now that the traveling expenses of the 
whole famfly are to be paid from the public purse. 

The mileage and other congressional grafts 
would have met this fate long ago had it been 
possible to put the members on record. It was 
only by denying a roll call that the increase in 
members’ salaries from $5000 td $7500 a year was 
originally jammed through some years ago. 

While the wonder is that it was possible to 
secure a roll call this year, the House is to be 
congratulated on what it has done. The Senate 
should not, through a refusal to concur, dissi- 
pate the excellent impression made. 

THE DEFECT IN SEGREGATION LAWS. 

The idea of setting aside areas of the city for 
the residence of blacks which shall be different 
from areas reserved for whites is every little 
while revived in St. Louis. Much ingenuity has 
been shown here and elsewhere in devising these 
plausible plans of segregation, but they are all 
fatally defective in denying citizenship equality 
under the law and limiting the right of contract 
and the right to acquire and hold title to real 
estate. 

The Supreme Court of North Carolina has just 
declared invalid a carefully drawn segregation 
ordinance passed by the city of Winston-Salem 
in that State. The Virginia courts had previously 
taken like action with reference to a segregation 
ordinance of Norfolk, Va. Baltimore has had two 


scheme which will, however, meet the same fate. 
For if it should pass the ordeal of the State courts, 
it would be sure to be knocked out by the Fed- 
eral courts. 

The serious problem of ae n the real 
state values which are so seriously affected 
when joint occupancy of the same district by both 
races is attempted must be solved by other 
means than restrictive legislation. 
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The Civic League suggests four ways of reduc- 
ing the tax rate, but if municipal waste were cut 
out the other three would be superfluous. 


WHAT CONGRESS SHOULD DO 

When Congress acts on the Mexican question 
the motives and purposes of the American people 
should be set forth by that body in language that 
will admit of no dispute. 

When war was declared against Spain in April, 
1898, Congress asserted that “the people of the 
island of Cuba are and of right ought to be free 
and independent,” and added: 

“The United States hereby disclaims any dis- 
position or intention to exercise sovereignty, 
jurisdiction or control over said island, except 
for the pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination when that is completed to leave the 
government and control of the island to its 
people.” 

President Wilson is zweady on record. At 
Swarthmore, Pa., last October, he laid down the 
proposition that nowhere on this continent could 
a government endure except upon the consent of 
the governed. Two days later at Mobile, with 
the possibilities of action in Mexico in mind, he 
made use of memorable words: 

“I want to take this occasion to say that the 
United States will never again seek one addi- 
tional foot of territory by conquest. * I 
say this not with a single thought that anyone 
will gainsay it, but merely to fix in our con- 
sciousness what our real relationship with the 
rest of America is. It is the relationship of man- 
kind devoted to the development of true con- 
stitutional liberty.”

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TWO NEEDED REFORM LAWS. 

Two bills just passed by the New York legis- 
lature easily take rank among the most sig- 
nificant and valuable legislation of the present 
year, One brings private bankers under the su- 
pervision of the State Banking Department. It 
also provides that private bankers must not con- 
vert deposits to their own use, that they must 
segregate assets purchased with bank money and 
that depositors shall have a lien on such assets. 
The Morgan & Oo. banking house will for the 
first time be brought under supervision by this 
law. 

The purpose of the second bill is control of 
the drug habit. Only on the prescription of a 


‘| physician can any habit-forming drug be legally 


sold hereafter in New York State and the name 
of physician, purchaser and vendor must: be 
placed on the package in which the drug is con- 
tained. If a prescription calls for more than 
four grains of morphine, 80 grains of opium, 2 
grains of heroin and 4 drams of chloral it must 
not be filled by the pharmacist until he has 
verified its genuineness. In making their own 
purchases of these drugs from manufacturers or 
wholesalers pharmacists and physicians must use 
official order blanks supplied by the health au- 


| thorities and bearing serial numbers. The de- 


sign of the bill is to enable all drug sales to be 
traced and abuses detected. 

Every State should have a law regulating pri- 
vate banks. The alarming prevalence of the drug 
habit creates a special legislative problem in 
many states, especially those which have state- 
wide prohibition or a large proportion of local- 
option counties. The working of New York's 
law may show that it has contributed something 
toward a solution of this difficult problem. 
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The “honorable and serene policy of the gov- 
ernment of the republic” is Huerta’s description 
of a policy that began in murder and is ending 
in fmpotence and disgrace.
